Hart all former Agrievances and Lol-

That the Ships on cicher Part ſhall have 
Free Liberty to Enter into any Port or Ri- 
ver belonging to the Dominions of either 
Party , ( paying Duties onely for what they 
ſhall Sell ) Tranſporting the reft withour 
any trouble or moleſtation , and freely en- 
Joy any other Priviledges accuſtomed : And 
the late Exa&tion that hath been upon the 
Lading and Unlading of (Foods at Goletra 
and the Marine, ſhall be reduced to the an- 
cient Eaſtoms in thoſe Caſes.

T hat there ſhall be no Seizure of any 
Ships of eithes Party at Sea or in Port, bur 
that they. ſhall quietly paſs withour any 

| moleſtation. 
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moleſtation or interruption, they diſplaying 
their Colours, And for preveation of all In- 
conveniences that may happen , the Ships 
of Tunis areto have a Certificate under the 
Hand of the Bygliſh Conſul there, that they 
belong to the Place; which being produ- 
ced , the Engliſh Ship ſhall admit two men 
to come on board them peaceably, to fatiſ- 
fic themſelves that chey are Engliſh; and al- 
though they have Paſſengers of other Na- 
tions on board, they ſhall be Free, both. 
them and their Goods. 


IV. 


That if any Engliſh ſhip ſhall receive on 
board them any Goods or Paſſengers be- 
longing to the Kingdom of Twnrr, they ſhall. 
be bound to defend them and their Goods, 
fo far as lieth in their power, and not deli- 
ver them unto the Enemy.

That all the Ships of War belonging unto. 
the Dominions of either Party , ſhall have 
free Liberty to Uſe each others. Ports for 
Waſhing, Cleanſing and Repairing any their | 
Defects , and to buy and to ſhip off any ſort | 
of Victuals alive or dead; or any other Neceſ- 
ſaries, atthe Price the Natives buy ic in the 
Market, without paying Cuſtom to any Of- 


ficer.

That in caſe any Ships of War belonging 
to the Dominions of Tut, ſhall take in any 
of their Enemies Ships any Engliſh man ſer- 
ving for Wages, they are to be made Slaves, 
but if Merchants or Paſſengers, they are to 
enjoy their Liberty and Gocds free and en- 
tire.

That if any Ship of War belonging to 
the Kingdom of Tun » Fighting under his 
own Colours , with any Ship not wearing 
Engliſh Colours, and ſhall ſurprize under 
the ſame the ſaid Engliſh Ships ſhall be Prize, 
notwithſtanding the Peace. |

'That in caſe any Slave in the Kingdom 
of Tun, of any Nation whatſoever, ſhall 
make his eſcape and get on board any Ship 
belonging to the Dominions of His Sacred 
Majeſty the King of Great Britain, &c. the 
Con(ul 


Conſul ſhall not be liable to pay his Ran- 

. ſon, unleſs timely notice be givea him, to 
,Order that none ſuch be entertained ; and 
then if it appear that any SRve hath fo ger 
away , the ſaid Conſul is to pay to his Pa- 
tron the Price for which he was ſold in the 
Marker ; and if no Price be ſet, then to pay 
"Three hundred Dollars and no more. 


Theſe Articles aforementioned are to re- 
main firm for ever, witheut any Alteration ; 
and in all ether particulars not mentioned in 
theſe Articles , the Regulation ſhall be ac- 
cording te the Capitulations Creneral with 
the Grand Signior, Signed and Sealed in 
the preſence of the Great God.
